Driver dies 
in his cab 
after freak 
accident 

A FREAK accident killed a 
lorry driver as he arrived at 
Oswestry’s Argos store to 
make a delivery on Tuesday. 

Heavy barriers at the en¬ 
trance to the car park at the 
store entered his cab, crush¬ 
ing him. 

Investigators removed a 
barrier from the scene of 
the accident and took pho¬ 
tographs of the scene. 

They are attempting to 
find out how the man, who 
is in his 60s, died at the en¬ 
trance to the Smithfield car 
park in Oswestry. 

Police have appealed for 
witnesses as they attempt 
to piece together evidence. 

Officers from the Health 
and Safety Executive and 
specialist police investiga¬ 
tors were at the scene all 
day following the accident 
at around 7am. 

No other vehicle is be¬ 
lieved to have been involved. 
The Argos store was closed 
all day following the driver’s 
death. 

Steve Parry, spokesman 
for West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service, said: “We 
had two ambulances and 
an officer at the scene. De¬ 
spite the efforts of medics, 
it became apparent to crews 
that nothing could be done 
to save a man who was con¬ 
firmed dead at the scene.” 

Richard Ewels, of West 
Mercia Police, said: “The 
man was driving a delivery 
vehicle which is thought to 
have come into contact with 
a car park barrier.” 

Garage sale 
blamed on 
Tesco arrival 

WELSHPOOL’S oldest pet¬ 
rol station has been sold, 
with owners WR Davies 
Motor Group blaming com¬ 
petition from supermarket 
giant Tesco. 

The Salop Road Shell sta¬ 
tion has been sold to Petro- 
gas UK. The business was 
being handed over today 
(Thursday). 

In a letter to customers 
WR Davies managing direc¬ 
tor Jonathan Davies said: 
“Since Tesco opened in the 
town we have found that we 
have been unable to make 
an acceptable profit. 

“Unfortunately Petrogas 
does not operate a local ac¬ 
count system so customers 
will not be able to draw fuel 
on account after May 28.”

OSWESTRY now has a network of life saving de¬ 
fibrillators in place thanks to Oswestry Chronicle 
readers and staff. 

Less than 12 months after The Chronicle 
launched the “Keeping Oswestry Alive” campaign 
five defibrillators are now in place across the town. 

Donations flooded into the newspaper office in 
Salop Road, companies handed over cash, staff ran 
half marathons and packed bags for supermarket 
shoppers at Christmas and even a local firm of un¬ 
dertakers helped fund the project. 

Today defibrillators, aimed 
at providing rapid treatment 
for those suffering cardiac 
arrests, can be found at 
Powis Market Hall on The 
Bailey Head, The Wynnstay 
Hotel, Oswestry Senior Cit¬ 
izens Club in Lome Street, 

The Chronicle offices in 
Salop Road and at Principal¬ 
ity Building Society in Leg 
Street. 

The campaign was 
launched in conjunction 
with the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation, West Midland Ambulance Service and The 
Oswestry & Border Chronicle. 

The fund reached nearly £6,000 thanks to con¬ 
tributions from groups and organisation including 
Veolia employees, The Wynnstay Hotel, Oswestry 
Town Council, Principality Building Society, Mid¬ 
land News Association, Morris Cook Accountants, 
Oswestry Senior Citizen’s Club, David Davies Un¬ 
dertakers and a final donation from The British 
Ironworks Centre. 

Pupils at Meadows School raised £200 for the 
appeal by wearing their “Christmas jumpers” for a 
day at school while Year Six pupil Ethan Lee-Birch 
contributed another £305 by completing a spon¬ 
sored swim at Oswestry Leisure Centre.

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WIND ENERGY 
RULES ATTACKED 


COUNCIL bosses say the re¬ 
newable energy policy which 
led to a series of wind farm 
applications in Mid Wales is a 
“farce”. 

The criticism was made yesterday 
(Wednesday) as campaigners made 
their last pleas to a planning inspec¬ 
tor to reject the wind farm plans. 

The year-long planning inquiry, the longest 
of its kind in Wales, is reaching its final stages. 

Inspector Andrew Poulter is expected to end 
the inquiry, which has been running at the 
Royal Oak Hotel in Welshpool since June, to¬ 
morrow. 

Objectors and supporters are giving their 
closing submissions to the inquiry into plans 
for five wind farms and a related electrical line 
connection.

The line would be needed to take energy gen¬ 
erated at the wind farms to the national net¬ 
work at Lower Frankton near Oswestry. 

In its closing submission to the inquiry, the 
North Montgomeryshire Local Council Forum, 
made of up town and community councils, crit¬ 
icised the national TAN8 policy which led to 
the wind farm applications. The policy sets out 
guidance on windfarms. 

But forum secretary Robert Robinson said: 
“The whole saga of the TAN8 guidance and the 
progression to where we are today has been a 
farce. There has been confusion, exaggerating, 
minimising the effects and what appears to be a 
lack of understanding by the authorities.” 

Mr Robinson said the proposed wind farms 
amounted to “a reverse Robin Hood”. 

“Reverse because the schemes will rob the 
poor and give to the rich via subsidies which 
the local economy does not benefit from.” 


In their closing submissions, members of ca- 
maign group The Alliance outlined their wor¬ 
ries yesterday over the impact the plans would 
have on tourism, the countryside, health, na¬ 
ture and transport. 

Alliance member Steve Wood said the plans 
would “very seriously harm” the area’s land¬ 
scape. 

And alliance member Jill Kibble said: “The 
evidence on the potential damage to the impor¬ 
tant tourism industry that is specific to North 
Powys is compelling and there is no evidence 
that there will be any significant compensatory 
local economic growth.” 

The inspector was expected to hear objec¬ 
tions from Powys County Council and submis¬ 
sions from the power companies behind the 
plans before he concludes the inquiry tomor¬ 
row. 

He is expected to make his recommendations 
to the Secretary of State for Energy, Ed Davey, 
later this year.

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Man is sent to prison for 
assaulting teenage stepson

A man has been sentenced to nine months in 
prison after he admitted assaulting a teenag¬ 
er in Oswestry. 

Carl Charles Doidge, of Hazel Grove, Oswestry, 
was due to stand trial for assault occasioning ac¬ 
tual bodily harm at Shrewsbury Crown Court yes- 
terday(Wednesday) but changed his plea before the 

-trial began. 

The 28-year-old, who had 
been in custody since the 
day after the assault on De¬ 
cember 3, was sentenced to 
nine months in prison, of 
which he would serve half 
before being released on 
licence. As he had already 
served almost six months he 
was released from custody 
immediately. He was also 
ordered to pay a £100 victim 
surcharge. 

Miss Elizabeth Power, 
prosecuting, said: “The com¬ 
plainant is in effect his step¬ 
son. They all lived together 
in Oswestry and the com¬ 
plainant had some friends 
over. They heard an argu¬ 
ment between the defend¬ 
ant and the complainant’s 
mother. 

“When the mother left 
the house to collect the 
complainant’s siblings from 
school matters turned a bit 
more violent. The defendant 
was shouting and went into 
the complainant’s bedroom, 
which is a small room. 

“A scuffle took place and 
clearly the defendant is 
larger than the complainant 
and used force which was, in 
his own words, over the top. 
As a result a plate became 
dislodged and struck the 
complainant to the head.” 

Miss Power said the 
16-year-old suffered a small 
cut to one side of his face 
and red marks to his fore¬ 
head and cheek. 

Mr Philip Clemo, for 
Doidge, said the incident 
was a one-off.

Mary Powell was born at Pulver- 
batch, near Shrewsbury, in 1912 and 
died at Pontesbury in 2011 aged 98. 

She was an eminent figure in local 
and national orthopaedic nursing for 
many years, and taught in the Indian 
subcontinent as adviser to the World 
Health Organisation.

A NEW CCTV system being 
installed in Oswestry town 
centre could be rolled out 
to other areas, bringing in 
funds for the market town. 

One village has already 
agreed to sign up for cam¬ 
eras to help prevent crime 
and anti-social behaviour 
and Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil, which is spearheading 
the project, hopes more con¬ 
tracts will follow, from local 
authorities or businesses. 

It says the move could 
make the system in 
Oswestry self-funding.This 
week Selattyn and Gobowen 
parish council said it will be 
installing the new cameras 
in Gobowen village centre 
and by the railway station. 

The old CCTV system 
was installed in Oswestry 
town centre in 2000, with 
the town council provid¬ 
ing the capital to buy the 
cameras and sharing the 
running costs with firstly 
Oswestry Borough Council 
then Shropshire Council. 
The new cameras provide 
sharper pictures and better 
results in dim light. 

Town mayor, Councillor 
John Gareth Jones, said: 
“Hopefully the new contract 
will be let in the next few 
weeks and we are looking 
at the possibility of provid¬ 
ing our monitoring service 
to other local councils and 
our wider business commu¬ 
nity. Our aim is to make the 
scheme self-funding.”

BOSSES behind a series of striking metal 
sculptures will be visiting crime-hit inner cit¬ 
ies to convince street gangs to give up their 
knives and weapons. 

The weapons will then be used by staff at the Brit¬ 
ish Ironwork Centre to make a huge angel statue at 

its base at Aston, near Oswestry. 

- Bosses hope the Save A 

Life, Surrender Your Knife 
campaign will eclipse its 
most recent high profile pro¬ 
ject which saw them build a 
12 foot high gorilla sculp¬ 
ture made from spoons for 
entertainer Uri Geller. 

Clive Knowles, the firm’s 
managing director, said: 
“The gorilla project was 
great fun and it was fantas¬ 
tic to involve the commu¬ 
nity. 

“But this new project is a 
lot more serious. 

“We will be going to the 
inner cities of London, Bir¬ 
mingham, Liverpool and 
Manchester and speaking 
to the streets gangs, the 
youths, and asking them to 
hand over their weapons to 
us so we can use them for 
something positive. 

“In return we will give 
them specially made 
T-shirts and hoodies and we 
hope they will wear them 
and become ambassadors 
for the Save a Life, Surren¬ 
der Your Knife campaign. 

“We will be asking them to 
hand over the knives, their 
flick knives, their knuckle 
dusters, any weapon they 
use and get involved in the 
campaign. 

“We really do want to 
make a big difference to so¬ 
ciety and gets these knives 
of the streets. 

“The weapons will be 
used in the construction of 
the Angel Gabriel statue.” 

“It is clear we all have to 
do more about getting these 
weapons off the streets. 


Church to 
bring back 
teddy bear 
zip wire 

Church leaders are look¬ 
ing for brave teddy bears to 
take on a zipwire challenge 
from the top of the church 
tower to raise money to save 
its bells. 

The bells of St Oswald’s 
Parish Church in Oswestry 
need essential maintenance 
work, and following the suc¬ 
cess of a teddy bear zipwire 
challenge on Boxing Day, 
church members will repeat 
the event on June 7. 

Tower captain Brian Ro- 
thera said: “Our bells need 
essential maintenance work 
costing £10,000. So far the 
ringers, with help from the 
Shropshire Association of 
Church Bell Ringers, St 
Oswald’s Parochial Church 
Council and many generous 
individual donations, have 
raised all but £2,500. 

“On June 7, the day of the 
church summer fair, visitors 
will be invited to climb the 
102 steps to the roof where 
they can either launch their 
bears themselve or return 
to the church yard to catch 
them.”

VOLUNTEERS are being asked to come 
forward to help bring a plan to establish a 
traffic-free link between a town and one of 
its outlying villages to fruition. 

Campaigner Nigel Thomas says he is 
looking for people to become part of a pro¬ 
ject group to make the ambition of a pe¬ 
destrian link from Oswestry to Gobowen a 
reality. 

Mr Thomas, 49, of Meadow Drive, 
Gobowen, has already won support from 
several schools and organisation for the 
concept. 

He says the pathway could follow the line 
of the currently closed Cambrian railway 
from Gobowen to Oswestry and would bring 
about a safe route for pedestrians, wheel¬ 


chair users and cyclists. Mr Thomas said he 
first got involved in the project three years 
ago after attending a meeting about sus¬ 
tainable transport options. 

He said: “Shropshire Council was given 
£5 million to spend on local sustainable 
transport projects. 

“One suggestion was a link from Gobowen 
to Oswestry, it had been an idea the council 
had had for some time. 

“The railway line route is suitable be¬ 
cause the land around it is fairly even.” 

“There were 92 vehicles crossing that by¬ 
pass in two minutes - it is that busy and 
difficult to cross. 

“This project would help them get into 
town from Gobowen and back again safely.”

Plans for 
chicken 
sheds to 
go ahead 

CONTROVERSIAL propos¬ 
als to build three massive 
chicken sheds housing hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of birds 
look set to be given the 
green light. 

Great Ness Poultry Ltd, 
which runs from Kinton 
Farm in Nesscliffe, Shrews¬ 
bury, already has four poul¬ 
try sheds. But bosses of the 
firm have requested plan¬ 
ning permission to put up 
another three, along with 
eight new feeding bins. 

Great Ness Parish Coun¬ 
cil has objected to the plans 
on the grounds it would 
cause increased traffic on 
roads around the farm, be 
an eyesore in a picturesque 
rural area and cause prob¬ 
lems with noise and odour 
for residents. 

Baschurch Parish Council 
has also objected, along with 
13 villagers. 

They say the existing 
units on the farm are al¬ 
ready a “blot on the land¬ 
scape” and that further 
units would be an “abomi¬ 
nation and an eyesore”. 

Another said there was an 
“unpleasant stench” coming 
from the four existing units 
and expressed concerns 
about HGV lorries thunder¬ 
ing through the village at all 
hours of the day. 

But despite the objec¬ 
tions, planning officers at 
Shropshire Council are rec¬ 
ommending approval. 


Protest meeting to 
attack pylon plans 


A PUBLIC meeting to protest against plans 
to site pylons across the countryside will be 
held next Thursday. 

The June 5 meeting will be held at the British 
Ironwork Centre near Oswestry and Clive Knowles, 
managing director of the centre, said that putting 
pylons across its land will ruin the sculpture park 


currently being created. 

The centre has plans to 
open a new 70-acre sculp¬ 
ture park on land between 
its site off the A5 and 
Queens Head after gaining 
more than 20 sculptures 
from the Museum of Iron 
sculpture in Ironbridge 
when it closed last year. 

But Mr Knowles said if 
the pylons go ahead then it 
could have a severe impact 
on the success of the sculp¬ 
ture park. 

He said: “We are very 
pleased that Montgomery¬ 
shire MP Glyn Davies has 
agreed to speak at the meet¬ 
ing. Charles Green of SNAP 
and Jonathan Wilkinson 
of MAP, both campaign 
groups, will also talk.” 

“We want to raise greater 
awareness of the pylons 
coming across Shropshire, 
which will definitely impact 
on tourism. It’s absolutely 
horrendous. 

“To have the land here, 
to have the metalwork ex-

perts here and the museum 
of sculpture which we’re 
going to create, and to have 
the desire and the drive to 
do the project without ask¬ 
ing for a penny from anyone 
else, and then to be told that 
you’re going to have a mon¬ 
strous latticework pylon in 
the middle of it is unbeliev¬ 
able. 

“What we are saying is 
that National Grid is not 
going to be permitted to 
come across here. No matter 
how many people we have to 
raise in order to support this 
we will not allow the pylons 
to come across the national 
sculpture park.” 

“We have also suggested 
that the we could create a 
giant stag sculpture which 
could carry the overhead 
line. This is something 
which has been done in Swe¬ 
den. It is disappointing that, 
so far, the energy company 
has not supported any of our 
suggestions.”

IT’S A sad day for Welshpool 
with news that the town’s oldest 
petrol station is changing hands 
with the owners blaming super¬ 
market competition. 

WR Davies, the town’s oldest 
garage business, is selling to 
forecourt giant Petrogas UK and 
that means an end for genera¬ 
tions of families who have filled 
up at the Salop Road site. 

Founded in Berriew 90 years 
ago the company closed its 
Newtown petrol forecourt last 
year and has now sold out in 
Welshpool with the owners say¬ 
ing they can not compete with 
the prices offered at the nearby 
Tesco store. 

The downside for customers, 
both private and business, is 
that new owners Petrogas do not 
offer account facilities - another 
blow to motorists. 

WR Davies is by no means 
the first and certainly will not be 
the last petrol station to close 
its pumps. For years the indus¬ 
try has been bemoaning the 
fact that there is very little profit 
in a litre of petrol and that fore¬ 
courts are only staying open as 
the result of other sales, such as 
sweets and groceries. 

But the sale is yet another 
example of private business in 
Welshpool being unable to com¬ 
pete with giant superstore pric¬ 
es. 

Petrogas for example have a 
network of 40 stations meaning 
their buying power is enormous. 

We are witnessing a huge shift 
in our lifestyles with superstores, 
out of town shopping centres 
and more importantly the Inter¬ 
net changing the way we live for 
ever. 


I really can’t help feeling that 
the year-long planning enquiry 
into proposed windfarms in Mid 
Wales has been a complete and 
utter waste of time and money - 
our money. 

Council bosses are now claim¬ 
ing that the entire renewable en¬ 
ergy policy which led to wind- 
farm applications was a farce. 
And Montgomeyshire MP Glyn 
Davies is bullish in his claims 
that the whole case for on-shore 
wind farms will be scrapped an¬ 
yway. 


Chronicle readers have real¬ 
ly come up with the goods and 
supported our campaign to set 
up a network of defibrillators 
across the town. 

Since we launched the appeal 
I have been amazed at the gen¬ 
erosity and support offered by 
so many people to ensure we 
completed the scheme - and we 
have. 

The network of five defibrilla¬ 
tors are now in place. It is to be 
hoped that they will never need 
to be used but if they are needed 
Oswestry is now ready to cope.

Orthopaedic hospital now 
setting maternity agenda 


Guidelines on just where 
women should have their 
babies have now changed. 
SUE AUSTIN investigates 


THE national guidelines on 
where women should have 
their babies have changed, 
suggesting that those who are 
at low risk when giving birth 
should make midwife led ma¬ 
ternity units their first choice. 

In Shropshire midwives have been ad¬ 
vocating just that for more than 30 years. 

The county pioneered the way for low 
intervention births in the late 1970s. 

Now one of the county’s leading mid¬ 
wifes has pledged to once again put 
Shropshire at the top of the charts for 
midwife led maternity units. 

The National Institute for Health and 
Care Excellence says that hospital labour 
wards with doctors should only be for dif¬ 
ficult cases, otherwise there is a danger of 
over-intervention. 

As well as its one consultant maternity 
unit, currently at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital, soon to be moved to the Prin¬ 
cess Royal at Telford, Shropshire has five 
low risk units, at Shrewsbury, Telford, 
Ludlow, Bridgnorth and Oswestry. 

Leading 

The latter at the Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal has recently undergone a transfor¬ 
mation and is already seen as a leading 
light across the country in giving women 
a pleasurable experience of giving birth. 

The labour room is unrecognisable 
to most womens’ memories - of a stark 
medical room with a hospital bed and an 
array of scary looking machines. 

Instead the bed looks more like a sofa, 
with a purple throw and pillows resem¬ 
bling cushions in one corner and the

walls decked with huge murals of gentle 
seascapes and sunsets. 

Low lighting includes flickering can¬ 
dles, battery operated for health and 
safety, on the window ledge, and there 
is also what looks like a luxury bath, 
but is in fact a birthing pool, complete 
with integral underwater lighting. 

It was the room that made Emma 
Bajcer chose to travel from her home 
in Church Stretton to give birth to her 
son Arthur Flynn, in the Oswestry unit, 
after using another outreach service, 
the ante natal check ups at the Church 
Stretton medical centre. 

“I work in Oswestry and visited a 
friend at the unit. I knew immediately 
that is where I wanted to have my 
baby.” 

“It was really relaxed and chilled out 
and, although I ended up having to be 
transferred to Shrewsbury because my 


labour was so long, I was able to return 
within hours to recuperate and get to 
know Arthur in Oswestry.” 

Husband James said: “The midwives 
were wonderful and proved a great sup¬ 
port for me and Em to help make it our 
own experience. It was all very natural 
and I was able to play a role in Arthur’s 
birth.” 

Wendy Cutchie took charge of Shrop¬ 
shire’s midwife led units 18 months 
ago. 

“My aim is to de-clinicalise the mid¬ 
wife led units and turn them into the 
gold standard of midwifery care,” she 
said. 

“In the 1970s Shropshire paved the 
way for midwife led units, with the 
county’s rurality meaning there had to 
be local places where women could have 
their babies. But unfortunately we have 
stood still since then. 


“I want as many women as possible 
to have the ultimate experience of giv¬ 
ing birth, to make our units, home from 
home.” 

She said the midwife led units were 
also much more than places for giving 
birth. 

Women attend both ante natal and 
post natal appointments, have scans and 
can ring up for advice at any time. 

“We may have someone who is wor¬ 
ried about baby not moving or unsure 
whether she is in labour or it maybe that 
after she has given birth and gone home 
she is struggling with breast feeding. 

Check 

“We are able to not only give advice 
over the phone but say ‘why don’t you 
pop in and we can check you over or 
come down when the next feed is due 
and we can look at what is going on.’ 

“There is always someone available to 
put minds at rest.” 

“We have wonderful teams in our mid¬ 
wife led units, led by managers that are 
so enthusiastic.” 

Wendy is now encouraging the units 
to follow Oswestry’s lead and make their 
labour rooms more relaxed. 

“The NHS can go so for but its those 
extra touches, the pictures on the walls, 
a small throw to disguise a piece of 
equipment, even simply battery candles, 
that make all the difference.” 

She is hoping friends groups can be 
set up to raise funds for the units.

Over the last year or so, the 
United Kingdom Independence 
Party (UKIP) has shaken up Brit¬ 
ish politics - the culmination of 
which was last week’s elections 
to the European Parliament.

Wales 
has been virtually a Labour con¬ 
trolled one party state for almost 
100 years, and there has been 
a sense that Wales was much 
more EU-friendly than England. 
Well, not any more. 

That myth was blown apart 
last week. UKIP and Labour fin¬ 
ished neck and neck in Wales, an 
astounding result for UKIP 

Wales is as sceptical about the 
EU as anywhere else, despite the 
billions of EU subsidies poured 
in over last 20 yrs. 

And let’s consider rest of Eu¬ 
rope. Parties similar to UKIP 
made huge gains across the EU. 
In France, astonishingly, the Na¬ 
tional Front topped the poll. The 
UKIP surge is just part of a wid¬ 
er EU-wide concern about the 
growing dominance of a Brus¬ 
sels based arrogant non-listen¬ 
ing undemocratic bureaucracy. 

There must be a major change 
of attitude if the EU is to survive 
in its present form. The people of 
Britain, including those living in 
Wales and Shropshire have told 
us very clearly that they want a 
say on whether to remain part of 
the EU. Conservative MPs are 
committed to giving them what 
they want. Labour and Liberal 
Democrat MPs are determined 
to stop us. 

I hope they react to what the 
voters have said by changing 
their minds, and agreeing to 
back an EU referendum as soon 
as we can sensibly arrange it. 
Across Europe, people want a 
change in how the EU operates, 
deregulating, and ending unnec¬ 
essary intrusion into matters that 
should be left to member states. 
Let’s get on with reforming how 
the EU works, and prepare for a 
vote on whether the UK wants to 
be a part of it.

AM I ENTITLED TO TAKE TIME OFF WORK FOR ACCOUNTANCY TRAINING? 


Q: I currently have a job in an accounts department but I want to try and get some proper qualifications in accountancy. I have found a 
course but it is not local and so will require me having some time off work to do it. My employer, however, won’t agree to that. 

Do I have any rights? 

A: All employees, with the exception of certain groups such as agency workers, have the right to request unpaid time off from work for 
training purposes, provided they have worked continuously for 26 weeks for the firm to whom they are making the request. 

You must make your request in writing, stating that: the application is being made under Section 63D of the Employment Rights Act 1996, 
the nature of the training, where and when it takes place, who is providing or supervising it and what if any qualification it leads to. You 
should also outline how you think the training will improve your effectiveness within the business and the performance of the business 
as a whole. There is no limit to the duration of the training and your request can cover more than one type of training, although only one 
application can be made in any 12 month period. 

Your employer must accept your written request or arrange a meeting to discuss the request within 21 days of receiving it. Following 
discussion your employer can approve or refuse the request, but must give you a written decision within 14 days. A written approval must 
include certain details e.g. the type of training, whether it will be paid for. A written refusal must provide a right of appeal and state any 
statutory reasons for refusal, e.g. it will not improve your effectiveness. 


It may be wise to ask a solicitor to review your draft application or comment on any decision.

HIGH praise for The Chronicle’s 
“Keeping Oswestry Alive” cam¬ 
paign came from The British Heart 
Foundation and West Midland Am¬ 
bulance Service Trust this week. 

The Chronicle’s campaign has seen a 
total of five potentially life-saving defi¬ 
brillators stationed across Oswestry town 
centre and the newspaper’s partners in 
the scheme paid tribute to the efforts. 

Speaking after the official handing over of 
the units this week Terry Foster, West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service community para¬ 
medic officer said the defibrillators were badly 
needed in the town. 

“Bystander CPR is incredibly important be¬ 
cause having people on hand who know what 
to do is crucial,” he said. 

Training 

“Specialist training in basic life support 
skills can and really does save lives. The ear¬ 
lier someone suffering from a cardiac arrest re¬ 
ceives CPR and defibrillation, the greater the 
chance of survival. 

“Even though we have an ambulance based 
in Oswestry now every minute without treat¬ 
ment means lOper cent less chance of survival 
for a patient.” 

Mr Foster completed defibrillator training 
for staff at The Chronicle, Wynnstay Hotel and 
The Principality Building Society along with 
volunteers at Oswestry Senior Citizens Club. 

“We teach people very simple, basic pro¬ 
cedures. They are simple, effective and they 
work. What we teach is how to manage a per¬ 
son who has collapsed, how to do oxygen ther¬ 
apy and how to use a defibrillator. 

“The campaign was a brilliant idea by The 
Chronicle team and the West Midland Ambu¬ 
lance Trust was more than pleased to be in¬ 
volved.” 

Warren Appleby, Shropshire fundraising 


manager for The British Heart Foundation, 
said: “This is a very positive scheme and the 
British Heart Foundation is pleased to be as¬ 
sociated with The Chronicle and the West Mid¬ 
land Ambulance ServiceTrust. 

“We were delighted to be able to part fund 
the purchase of the defibrillator units and it 
is great to see them sited in key locations in 
Oswestry town centre 

Donations flooded into the newspaper’s 
office in Salop Road, companies handed over 
cash, staff ran half marathons and packed bags 
for supermarket shoppers at Christmas and 


even a local firm of undertakers helped fund 
the project. 

Defibrillators, aimed at providing rapid 
treatment for those suffering cardiac arrests, 
can be found at Powis Market Hall on The 
Bailey Head, The Wynnstay Hotel, Oswestry 
Senior Citizens Club in Lome Street, The 
Chronicle offices in Salop Road and at Princi¬ 
pality Building Society in Leg Street. 

Chronicle associate editor Graham Breeze 
said: “The people of Oswestry have taken The 
Chronicle to their hearts and with the support 
of our readers and advertisers we have been 


able to mark our third birthday by erecting the 
defibrillators. 

“The response to the campaign was remark¬ 
able and now the town centre has a network 
of potentially life saving units in place along 
with teams of trained people able to use them.” 

Chronicle advertisement manager Dave Lee- 
Birch said: “It was a very proud moment to see 
the defibrillator units in place. If only one life 
is saved as the result of this campaign it will all 
have been worthwhile.” 

Cardiac arrests and heart attacks affect an 
estimated 111,000 people each year in England 


alone. Over 75,000 people die each year in the 
UK from sudden cardiac arrest but with rapid 
treatment from a defibrillator, around 85% 
could be saved. 

Buying and siting defibrillators cost in ex¬ 
cess of £1,500 per unit but thanks to the 
Chronicle’s partnerships with the Heart Foun¬ 
dation and the Ambulance Service these costs 
were reduced. 

Midland News Association, owners of The 
Chronicle funded the first defibrillator to be 
located at 14 Salop Road.

Pressure is on for road 
crossing close to school 


FRESH pressure is to be put on Shropshire Council highways bosses 
by campaigners battling for a pedestrian crossing in Gobowen. 

Parish councillors in the village have agreed to again press the case for the 
safety improvements on St Martins Road. 

The councillors also agreed to look at ways of how to discourage people using School 
Lane as a short cut over concerns speeding traffic could injure a child walking to school. 

Campaigners have been battling for more than a year for crossing on St Martins Road 
and hundreds of people signed a petition calling for the improvements. 

They say the crossing will allow children 
to reach Gobowen Primary School safely. 

A group of villagers went to a Shropshire 
Council meeting in Shirehall in Shrewsbury 
in the spring of last year just before the local 
authority elections to press their case and 
they were told their campaign would be 
given priority. 

Highways officers say the 2014/15 cap¬ 
ital programme which could include the 
crossing remains in draft at this time and 
Shropshire Council’s cabinet will review it 
in June. 

Shropshire Councillor David Lloyd urged 
the parish council to again press the case 
for the safety improvement by writing to 
Shirehall bosses. He said: “I would remind 
them we are coming up to the anniversary 
of when, accompanied by a handful of peti¬ 
tioners, we took the case for a crossing to 
Shirehall. People are still waiting.” 

The parish council agreed to make the St 
Martins Road crossing appeal a road safety 
priority and also agreed to ask Shropshire 
Council to look at how School Lane could 
be made safer. 

Councillor Percy Cherrington said he was 
concerned about the speed and volume of 
traffic, with some of the problems caused 
by parents, while Councillor Sarah Heap, 
who lives on School Lane, said the no access 
signs were not as obvious as they could be. 


Friends idea 
for archive 

A FRIENDS group could be launched to 
help preserve the historic archives in one of 
Shropshire’s market towns - but not until 
another history project has come to an end. 

The Oswestry Archives are kept in special 
vaults under the town’s Guildhall and are 
cared for by Oswestry Town Council. 

It has been suggested that a Friends 
group be set up, initially to help with su¬ 
pervision when visitors are given access to 
ancient documents. 

In a report to the town council’s ameni¬ 
ties committee archivist Sara Downes said 
that the group could promote the archive 
and increasing public awareness, help with 
fundraising, support activities and provide 
volunteer support. 

She said volunteers were currently work¬ 
ing on a project to archive details about 
Oswestry cemetery. 

Councillors agreed to review the use 
of volunteers working with the Oswestry 
Town Archives at the end of the cemetery 
project in March 2015.

A low-loader wagon and a 
huge teleporter was needed 
to shift the 13ft tall gorilla 
sculpture, commissioned by 
entertainer Uri Geller, from 
its Oswestry home to the 
showground in Shrewsbury 
in time for today’s show. 

The three-and-a-half 
tonne art piece has been 
built at the British Iron¬ 
work Centre at Aston, 
near Oswestry. Geller will 
now have it moved to his 
Thames-side home. But 
before it travels south the 
huge artwork, made from 
40,000 used spoons donated 
by the public, was shifted 
and set up as a main fea¬ 
ture for Shropshire County 
Show. Bosses at the British 
Ironwork Centre said mov¬ 
ing the gorilla took a high 
degree of logistical skill. 
Managing director Clive 
Knowles said: “These thing 
take some time to move.”

Warning of changes due 
to council 'duster' plan

A “CLUSTER” group of town and community councils is to be formed 
which could be responsible for running a variety of services in Mid 
Wales in the future. 


Talks will be held in Welshpool next week over the plans and councils in the 
area are being urged to get involved in the process. 

The cluster will be established at a meeting of the North Montgomeryshire Local Coun¬ 
cil Forum at Welshpool Town Hall on Tuesday. 

Powys County Council has already 
warned the way some services will be de¬ 
livered in the future will have to change as 
bosses grapple with a £20 million funding 
gap. 

Hundreds of jobs will be lost and ser¬ 
vices such as day centres for the elderly and 
Meals on Wheels in Mid Wales will be hit as 
part of the new council budget. 

Forum secretary Robert Robinson said 
the talks on June 3 would be the starting 
point for an exploration of how a cluster of 
councils could work in the future to deliver 
services currently operated by the county 
council. 

He said: “It is at a very early stage and 
these are early explorations but it is impor¬ 
tant that councils in this area attend the 
meeting to take it forward. 

“We have been talking to Powys County 
Council and we were asked to explore the 
idea of forming a cluster of councils which 
could work together to deliver services. The 
message to the community councils in the 
area is to get involved with this. The cluster 
will be established at the meeting.” 

Even when the cluster is set up each 
council will remain autonomous but they 
will be able to make a contribution

Extra officers

Farmers query claims 


on standard of living

THE figures say that the 
standard of living in the 
Shropshire countryside has 
improved - but farmers said 
they beg to differ. 

A study conducted by NFU Mu¬ 
tual has looked at the quality of 
life in rural areas based on a typ¬ 
ical basket of goods consumed by 
countryside residents. 

It says the cost of living has fallen 
for the first time in many years. 

This year’s results shows a negative 
figure for inflation rurally for the first 
time since records began in spring 
2011, when rural inflation was nearly 
twice the national average. 

The research has found there has 
been a 6.6 per cent fall in the cost of 
petrol and diesel and a 12.1 per cent 
fall in the cost of home fuels across 
Shropshire, which the NFU says has 
been the driving force behind rural liv¬ 
ing getting cheaper. 

But farmers from around Shrop¬ 
shire today said they do not feel their 
standard of living has got any better or 
that bills have significantly dropped. 

Andrew Bebb, a dairy farmer from 
Hanwood, near Shrewsbury, said: 
“Food and fuel prices are a big issue in 
the countryside. Petrol prices haven’t 



sticks because you need to travel more. 

“Food prices have almost doubled in 
the last two years which also doesn’t 
help. I haven’t noticed any change in 
my personal circumstances.”

Europe stands down 
on soil directive fight 



The European Commission has finally withdrawn its proposal for a Soil Framework Directive 


THE European Commission 
has finally withdrawn its pro¬ 
posal for a Soil Framework 
Directive following years of 
NFU lobbying. 

The ill-fated draft directive was first 
published in 2006 but has remained 
on hold since the end of 2007 when a 
coalition made up of the UK, France, 
Germany, the Netherlands and Aus¬ 
tria blocked its progress at a meeting 
of the EU Environment Council. 

This coalition or ‘blocking minority’

of countries has remained firmly op¬ 
posed to the proposals. 

NFU Vice President Guy Smith 
said: “The withdrawal of an EU legis¬ 
lative proposal is unprecedented, but 
the significant and on-going opposition 
to the draft Soils Directive text over 
the past eight years has clearly left 
the Commission’s original proposals 
unworkable. From the early stages, 
and since the halt on its progress at 
the end of 2007, the NFU has actively 


called for these proposals to be thrown 
out. 

“Our long-held and firm belief has 
been that there is no need for addi¬ 
tional legislation. 

“Farmers have an inherent inter¬ 
est in maintaining their land in good 
condition and in assuring its long¬ 
term fertility and productivity, and 
we believe that these can be supported 
through carefully targeted advice and 
information, voluntary action, part¬ 
nerships and a greater emphasis on 
monitoring and research.”

The Children’s Society 
and the Carers Trust are 
now working alongside 
other charities to try and 
stop the tens of thousands 
of young carers across the 
UK from slipping under 
the radar of teachers in the 
classrooms. 

A new programme called 
The Young Carers in 
Schools is set to give edu¬ 
cation staff resources and 
training to make sure young 
carers get the vital support 
they need. 

The organisations in¬ 
volved - Carers Trust, The 
Children’s Society and 
Young Carers in Focus - 
have also revealed more 
alarming data about the 
struggle young carers are 
facing. 

Recent data shows that 
young carers are lagging be¬ 
hind in school and missing 
out on their childhoods be¬ 
cause of demands placed on 
them, with around one in 20 
missing school.

Officers 
capture 
13 dogs 
in 2014 

THIRTEEN dogs have been 
seized in the West Mercia 
Police region so far this year 
and two destroyed, it was 
announced this week. 

The statistics were an¬ 
nounced as tough new rules 
came into force that make 
it possible for owners to be 
prosecuted for dog attacks 
on private property. 

West Mercia police last 
year seized 35 dogs, of which 
18 were destroyed, and 38 
in 2012, when 18 were put 
down. 

Of the dogs seized this 
year, five were pit bull ter¬ 
riers. Also taken were two 
Amercian bulldogs, one 
German shepherd, one Staf¬ 
fordshire bull terrier, one 
rottweiler, one great Dane 
and two cross-breeds. 

Other breeds brought 
in by officers in the three 
previous years included an 
akitas, a Japanese tosa, a 
husky, a bulldog and a perro 
de presa canario. 

Across the border Dy- 
fed-Powys Police saw a drop 
in cases, seizing four dogs 
last year, compared with 
seven in 2012 and nine in 
2011. 

A Dogs Trust spokes¬ 
woman said more still needs 
to be done, adding: “We do 
not consider breed specific 
legislation to be effective 
and would like to see it re¬ 
pealed.”

A LITTLE while ago we 
told of a German officer’s 
memories of life as a Great 
War prisoner-of-war held 
at Oswestry. In defeat, the 
Germans were defiant, 
and out to make things 
difficult for their captors. 

And so it was that, only a 
few days after the signing of 
the peace treaty in 1919 which 
officially brought the Great 
War to an end, 20-year-old 
Willie Oster was shot dead by 
one of the guards at the prison 
camp at Park Hall. 

The German prisoners had be¬ 
come unruly since the signing of 
peace. Led by their officers, they 
refused to parade for roll call on a 
Saturday morning in July. 

Reinforcements of the Royal 
Defence Corps were called for and 
formed a cordon round the prison¬ 
ers, who were overpowered. 

Later the German officers 
threw parcels of food out of their 
compound to another compound 
occupied by German privates, in¬ 
furiating the guard. 

As tensions rose, several hun¬ 
dred Germans gathered near the 
sentry’s post and threw stones at 
him

The cemetery on Cannock Chase, 

The sentry, a Private Maycock 
of the Leicestershire Regiment, 
told the subsequent inquest that 
a riot was threatened and he told 
the prisoners he would fire if they 
did not stop. 

Maycock had been in the Army 
for two years and had himself been 
a prisoner-of-war at the hands of 
the Germans for six months. 

In the evening stone-throwing 
and bad language continued, and 
he fired at the latrine to show he 


where Willie Oster was reburied. 

was in earnest it was reported. 

Oster, who had climbed to the 
top of the latrine - to secure a sack 
of biscuits, according to another 
prisoner - was hit and killed. 

Warning 

Sympathy for the Germans was 
distinctly limited. Press reports 
said Oster threw a brick at the 
sentry, although Private May- 
cock’s testimony at the inquest 


was that he had not seen Oster, 
and it had been a warning shot. 

He did not know until five min¬ 
utes later that Oster had been hit, 
he said. A German witness alleged 
that the killing had been deliber¬ 
ate, but the coroner said this was 
inconsistent with the position of 
the wound. 

The bullet had passed through 
two sheets of iron and two boards 
before hitting Oster in the head. 

Captain Parr of the Leicester¬ 


shire Regiment said the rules were 
too lenient. The only way to stop 
rioting was to order sentries to 
shoot, he said. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
misadventure and exonerated 
Maycock from blame. 

Oster was buried in the German 
cemetery at Park Hall with full 
military honours. He now lies at 
the German cemetery at Cannock 
Chase.

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When nature needs 
our helpful hands 


IT was a few weeks ago when it hap¬ 
pened. That dreary monotony of a 
promising evening cut short by heavy 
cloud and a resigned sun. 

The car’s headlights seemed to pick out 
nothing more than other cars’ headlights, 
hunched-over pedestrians and tumbling 
leaves. Not a pleasant dusk. 

You might have thought therefore that attempt¬ 
ing to see any interesting goings-on out the window 
would be a fruitless pursuit and yet thankfully the 
eyes of my wife do not give up so easily. 

She noticed the blackbird, huddled in the gutter 
and as a persistent drizzle began, it truly looked a 
sorry sight. 

Hurrying across the road to claim it, the crea¬ 
ture put up no defence. Its eyes were both closed 
and there was blood on its head and beak. A fairly 
hopeless case we thought. 

But if I’ve learnt anything in my three decades 
of curiosity towards the natural world, it’s that na¬ 
ture is remarkable for its stolid resistance to death 
and if given just half a chance, an animal or plant 
will endure. 

And so we tried to give that miserable bundle 
of rapidly dropping feathers half a chance. Armed 
with a syringe of warm, salted water we bathed his 
wounds and tried to flush any dirt and grime from 
his cracked beak. 

We left him after having successfully given him a 
glucose infused rehydrating drink and a hot water 
bottle. 

The next morning his eyes were still closed but 
on approach he was just able to open one. More 
flushing with salty water and a rather grim forcing 
of liquidated food down his throat and he was look¬ 
ing a little perkier. 

However it was clear that we had not one ounce 
of expertise and so after a couple of days it was off 
to the rescue centre. 

Cuan House is a remarkable place. Nestled 
amongst the character buildings and beneath the 
Shropshire Hills, the surrounding area is a haven 



for wildlife. Cuan House was founded in the early 
1990s by Megan Morris-Jones and her husband, 
John. 

A love of wildlife and a relocation from the Scot¬ 
tish coast to Much Wenlock found them soon in¬ 
quiring to the RSPCA to see what services were 
available in the area for injured wildlife. Other 
than veterinary centres, there was none. 

As word began to spread of Megan and John’s 
dedication they quickly out grew their small cot¬ 
tage. From there they moved to ‘Cuan House’ and 
they were shortly granted charitable status. 

Sadly John died at the end 2006, and Megan 
found herself taking on all his administrative re¬ 
sponsibilities as well. And yet somehow, through 
their shared passion for the natural world, Megan, 
her daughter Anna, friends and a small army of vol¬ 
unteers have carried the centre forward and Cuan 
House is currently in the process of relocating to 
larger premises. 

When I visited with our blackbird, I was greeted 
by dogs, various squawking birds hedgehogs and a 
menagerie of fox cubs, fledglings and a particularly 
beautiful buzzard. My blackbird was in safe hands. 

Three weeks later his beak was mended, his eyes 
open and he was ready to return. I released him a 
few metres from where we had picked him up and 
he very nearly bowled me over in his eagerness to 
escape the box. Nature of course reigns supreme in 
the natural world. But passion and drive from a few 
people along with a warm heart and a helping hand 
also goes a long way.

Group offers 
free badger 
vaccinations 

A BADGER vaccination scheme is being introduced in 
Shropshire, with the campaign group offering to carry it 
out free of charge. 

Members of the Shropshire Badger Group say they want 
to prove that vaccination is the way forward to tackle the 
problem of bovine tuberculosis. 

Following the announcement by the Secretary of State 
for the Environment and North Shropshire MP, Owen Pat¬ 
erson, that there is to be no extension of badger culling this 
year, the Shropshire Badger Group said it wanted to reaf¬ 
firm its support for vaccination as a very effective method 
of dealing with bovine TB within the mammal’s population. 

To help prove how effective it could be, the group has 
pledged to offer a four year vaccination scheme to the first 
six farmers in Shropshire who contact the group. 

And it said its volunteers would do preparatory work for 
any further farmers completely free of charge with just the 
vaccinations themselves to pay for. 

Plans to roll out the pilot culls of badgers carried out by 
Defra last year were delayed after not enough badgers were 
culled during the allotted time. 

Jim Ashley, chairman of the Shropshire Badger Group, 
said that all the surveys carried out showed that the level 
of disease in the badger population was actually quite low. 

He said: “Vaccination is a highly successful and proven 
method of dealing with disease in both animal and human 
populations and we have every confidence in the extensive 
trials of the BCG vaccine at the Government Research Sta¬ 
tion in Gloucestershire as well as gathering the experience 
from the Welsh Vaccination Project, and from our own and 
Shropshire Wildlife Trust’s involvement in vaccination pro¬ 
jects within Shropshire. 

“We are well aware that bovine TB is a very difficult 
problem within the farming industry and so as a gesture 
of our desire to help and support farmers in dealing with 
this problem, we intend to demonstrate our confidence in 
badger vaccination by offering full four year vaccination 
schemes to the first six Shropshire farmers to contact us - 
totally free of charge. 

“f we can find further funding, then we will continue 
with the totally free schemes,” he said. Contact www.

Artist donates prize to

ARTISTS have given their 
backing to a campaign call¬ 
ing for controversial housing 
plans in the shadow of an an¬ 
cient hillfort to be scrapped. 

Sculptor Tony Roberts has 
created a tribute in glass to Old 
Oswestry hillfort after hearing 
about controversial plans to build 
117 houses nearby. 

He has donated his work to a fund¬ 
raising raffle organised by fellow 
artist Diana Baur to raise money for 
the Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort 
campaign group which is fighting the 
housing plans. 

The unusual sculpture is carved 
with ancient Celtic glyphs or symbols 
which spell out ‘Caer Ogyrfan’, trans¬ 
lated as City of Ogyrfan. 

This was an early name for the 
3,000 year old earthwork taken from 
the Welsh chieftain, Ogyrfan, of Ar¬ 
thurian legend. 

He was the father of Gwenhwyfar 
(Guinevere), King Arthur’s queen 
who is said to have been born on the 
hillfort. 

Mr Roberts, from Knockin Heath, 
said: “The glyphs are phonetic and 
read from the bottom up. 

The sculpted symbols were formed 
using a technique called kiln carving 
where molten glass is poured onto a 
precast glass base and carved while 
still hot and soft. 

The housing plans in the shadow 
of the hillfort have been included in 
Shropshire Council’s Site Allocations 
and Management of Development 
(SAMDev) plan, which is mapping 
out future development in the county

THE headstone of the 
grave of an Oswestry Vic¬ 
toria Cross winner from 
the Great War is to be 
spruced up as part of a 
£100,000 cash pot. 

The scheme in the centenary 
year of the outbreak of the con¬ 
flict has been announced by 
Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles and aims to restore all 
graves in need of repair, and 
clean or replace headstones. 

Among those in line for restora¬ 
tion is the grave of Oswestry-born 
Harold Whitfield, who died on De¬ 
cember 19, 1956 - ironically, after 
being knocked off his bicycle by an 
Army Land Rover - and is buried 
at Oswestry cemetery. 

Valour 

Although several Shropshire 
men won the VC during the Great 
War, Mr Whitfield was the only 
member of the county regiment, 
the King’s Shropshire Light Infan¬ 
try, to receive the highest award 
for valour. 

Private Whitfield, who was in 
the 10th Battalion of the KSLI, 
won the medal on March 10, 1918, 
fighting against the Turks. He 
charged and captured a Lewis gun 
position, bayoneted or shot the 


whole team, and then turned the 
Lewis gun on the enemy. Later 
he organised and led a bombing 
attack and drove the enemy back. 

Promoted to Sergeant in the 
field, he was later presented the 
medal by the King in Leeds. 


After his death his family put 
the medal into a bank at Oswestry 
for safe keeping but in 1977 a 
young bank clerk stole it and sold 
it to a London dealer. The dealer 
became suspicious and the medal 
was later returned to the family. 


Whitfield is buried at Oswestry 
with his first wife, Mary, who had 
died in June 1927 of cancer aged 
only 27. They had a daughter. In 
November 1929 he married Rose 
Scoltock, who was his housekeeper 
at Drenewydd Farm, Whittington. 


A further eight children followed. 

The department says that while 
some graves only require minor 
work, others have fallen into dis¬ 
repair - headstones have become 
illegible and stones have crumbled 
away leaving them unstable. 


School in 
challenge 
for help to 
save lives 

A PRIMARY school has laid 
down a challenge to its pu¬ 
pils to raise £1,000 so that it 
can buy a lifesaving piece of 
equipment. 

Morda Church of Eng¬ 
land Primary School, near 
Oswestry, has launched its 
fundraising appeal to buy 
an automated external de¬ 
fibrillator (AED) within 12 
months. 

A defibrillator is a lifesav¬ 
ing machine that gives the 
heart an electric shock and 
can improve survivability 
chances in case of sudden 
cardiac arrest by up to 80 
per cent. 

Deputy headteacher Anna 
Griggs, who is leading the 
fundraising campaign, said: 
“We provide a full range 
of sport and outdoor activ¬ 
ities to our young people 
and want to ensure if a life 
threatening situation does 
arise we can provide the 
best immediate attention to 
any casualty until the medi¬ 
cal professionals arrive. 

“If the campaign is a suc¬ 
cess we may even be able to 
provide a similar machine in 
the local community.” 

Headteacher John Eglin 
said: “The school aims to 
provide the highest stand¬ 
ards of education to our 
young people and provide a 
safe environment in which 
to learn.”

In over 35 years as a motoring 
writer, readers continue to ask 
me what the best car I have ever 
driven is. 

It’s a harder question than you may 
think because there are now so many 
sectors and so many different cars out 
there to meet the differing needs of to¬ 
day’s owner and driver. 

But in a choice from Maseratis to Minis 
and Bentleys to BMWs nothing stands out 
more than the Range Rover Sport - quite 
simply the outstanding vehicle I have driv¬ 
en. 

Make no mistake, the Range Rover 
Sport is far too expensive for the average 
driver and you really need to dig deeper 
into those pockets for the Dynamic Pack if 
you want to benefit from the ‘Sport’ brand. 



But there’s no getting away from the fact 
that this is a superb piece of motoring en¬ 
gineering. 

It’s comfortable, classy and quiet on the 
road, and while there is competition that is 
quicker and more fun to drive, none are as 
refined as this model. 

If you want to be the best in class you 
can. Simply step up to the V8 model and 
there’s nothing out there with a remote 
chance of equalling performance. But 
you will have to pay over £81,000. Even 
the cheapest 3.0 TDV6 will set you back 
£51,550. 

Movement 

I tested the Sport at launch last year, dis¬ 
covering that you can come to a standstill 
from 140mph without a hint of movement 
- something you shouldn’t try at home by 
the way. 

But for more sedate motoring I have now 
enjoyed a week behind the wheel discov¬ 
ering that Range Rover Sport is a hushed 
cruiser with little wind or road noise. 

The TDV6 diesel engine gives you more 
power than you will really ever need and 
is quite superb on the motorway. An eight- 
speed automatic gearbox is standard and 
seemless. 

The cabin has that quality feel that 
makes this model stand out from all the 
competition. Quite frankly this is as good 
as it gets - and you don’t feel like getting 
out. 

Every surface and switch feels classy, 
while electronic instrument dials - bor¬ 
rowed from the regular Range Rover - lend 
a modern twist to an otherwise stately driv¬ 
er environment. 

There’s ample luxurious seating for five

and as you would expect vision is about as 

good as it gets from a lofty position. 

You can specify a third row of seats, 
enabling you to carry up to seven people. 
These fold down into the boot floor electri¬ 
cally when not needed to reveal a massive 
loading area. 

All the instruments are exactly where 
you would expect to find them, but I had 
my usual battle with a complicated touch¬ 
screen infotainment system which may be 
a little too complicated - though it could 
just be me struggling with new technology. 


The Sport comes with a stability system 

that incorporates roll and trailer control 
with six airbags, deadlocks, locking wheel 
nuts and an alarm. 

The SDV6 HSE would set you back a 
cool £60,000 but you get 0-60mph in 6.8 
seconds, a top speed of 130mph and an 
average of 37.7mpg. 

You won’t be popular with the ‘greens’ 
though because C02 levels are high at 
199g/km. 

I’m just popping down the shops to get 
the Lotto numbers on - we can all dream.

THE NEW SAINTS’ young guns saw their 
hopes of retaining the North East Wales FA 
Under-19 Cup dashed as they lost 2-0 to 
Airbus UK Broughton in the final at a very 
wet Brickfield Rangers. 

It was perhaps one game too far for Steve
